mill of the Miami Powder company," 
miles south of here, blew up shortly 
after midnight, destroying about 2" 
tons of .the finished product. No one 
was hurt, and the cause of the explo- 
sion is unknown. Most of the houses 


I in Goes Station, a hamlet near the 
'.mills, were partially.wrecked. Xenia, 
' four miles away, was shaken, and 
1 many windows broken. The towns- 


people rushed from their houses, feat- 
ing an earthquake. The shock was 
distinctively -felt in this city and 
caused general alarm. ; None of the 
other mills, which are scattered along 
the Miami river for a distance of sev- 
eral miles, was damaged. 


Columbus, 0.. May' 8.-Hundreds of 


people In the streets and thousands of 
others asleep In their beds were star- 
tied by the shock of the powder mill, 
explosion, which was plainly percept- 
ible here, although Goes Station is at 
least 50 miles away on the airline. 
People in the streets near big build- 
ings were badly frightened. Although 
they thought first of an earthquake, 
they were sure on second thought that 
the explosion was within the building 
near by. The shock was experienced 
in all parts of the city. Many persons 
thought their houses were being en- 
tered by burglars and telephoned the 
police at once.

This outcome of a controversy whicti 
threatened to-develop into a long, bit- 
ter struggle and paralyze a great in- 
dustry, was looked upon with consid- 
erable satisfaction by the coal road 
presidents, as the agreement entered 
into" Is their first proposition made 
early in March in reply to the mine 
workers'original demands. The, min-
